ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 


A timer for delaying the operation of a toggle switch for a pre-set interval 
includes a mechanical, spring powered timer which drives a cam that engages 
the toggle of a conventional wall switch to move the toggle from one position to 
5 another. The timer is contained within a housing which, in turn, detachably 
connects to a housing floor that is mounted over the toggle switch cover plate. 
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
